A LETTER TO THE EDITOR: 


Last night we had two small Leylandi trees stolen from our garden. We live in 
a house that borders on the spinal path. We do not have a fence. Just under 

a year ago we bought 12 trees and planted them along our border - within weeks 
someone helped themselves to four, but finding they could not carry all, dumped 
two, which we rediscovered and replanted, only to have them stolen the next 
evening. We informed the village constable at the time. The thefts stopped 
until, that is, last night (19th October). Now we have tried our very best to 
make what little garden we have pleasant, on a very limited budget, and many 
people who pass our house have commented on our very modest efforts. But we 
have been thwarted time and'time again by a certain element in our midst, by 
the thieves (or we suspect thief) who is taking advantage of our open aspect. 
We have had problems with people using our garden as a short cut, irresponsible 
dog owners who allow their dogs to foul our borders and lawns. We have had 
garden ornaments stolen and broken. 


The theft of these trees is the last straw, I've a good mind to dig the lot up, 
I am so incensed! 


These incidents have always occurred after the Fox and Social Club close and 
it is obviously someone who walks past our house on a regular basis, possibly 
even someone who has passed the time of day with me or my husband, and have 
obviously had their eye on our trees for their own gardens. © 


We have informed the village constable again and taken his advice on securing 
our trees and if and when we catch the thief we will have no hesitation in 
prosecuting. If anyone has any information regarding these thefts, please 
either inform us or the local police. 


I think a neighbourhood watch is an excellent idea but a sad indictment of 
the times we live. in.

I share the concern expressed in recent letters to the News about the lack of 
leisure opportunities for the young people of Bar Hill. I hope John Wilson's 
positive initiative can generate enough enthusiasm to enable a youth facility 
to become a feature of Bar Hiil life. 


However, the cause of our youngpeople is not furthered by anonymous pronounce- 
ments in the News. Hopes and expectations may well have been raised by the 
suggestion made last month that the Scout Hut be used to provide accomodation 
for a youth facility. , 


Apparently this proposal was made following extensive discussion and delving. 
So far as I am able to identify these discussions have not included any active 
member of the Bar Hill Scout Group. Had any member of this group been 
consulted, the limitations would have been readily identified. 


The toilet facilities in the Hut are suitable for one sex only and have been 
constructed with young boys in mind. Kitchen facilities are basic, storage is 
insufficient for scouting purposes and the Hut a totally wooden structure 
requires a complete ban on smoking to be observed at all times. 


These very real problems have prevented previous attempts to use the Hut for 
other community purposes.
